astir.’’ the “shot bazaar.” 
There are 
both w holesale and retail shops, but 
there are no departm ent stores as In 
Am erica, nor Is there such a thing as 
a general grocery or dry goods store. 
One grocer keeps spices only, an 
other tea. coffee, sugar, etc.; one dry 
good* m erchant will sell you muslin, 
another broadcloth, another silk. There 
are no large m anufactories in Persia. 
It K com m on to have a sm all factory 
and a simp togeth er or side by side. 
All the metal utensils used In the 
count r> are m ade o f either brass or 
copper 
T hese su b stan ces are ham m er­ 
ed into «hajie. 
A stroll through the ba­ 
zaar w tier** this work Is going on g iv es 
one the Impression that pandem onium 
has broken loose. 
Different kinds of bread are m ade In 
th e bazaar. 
One kind w hich is esjie 
d a lly liked by the jieopli* and which 
can lie obtained fresh at alm ost every 
hour o f the day is called "non i-san 
g a k .’ literally little ston e bread. 
It Is 
m ade by pouring the dough on very 
hot pebbles, which bak e it quickly and
